But Ingersoll was also great in the world 
of letters, of business and of politics, 

He was one of the leading lawyers of the 
United States; an orator who had no su- 
perior and tew equals tn the worid; a lead- 
ing Republican famed as the man who 
nominated James G. Blaine for the Presi- 
dency and always high in party councils. 

Robert G, ingersoll, jaw yer, Was born in 
Dresden, N. Y., Aug. 11, 1833. His father 
was a Congregational clergyman of such 
broad views as frequently to cause dissen- 
sion between himseif and his parish, The 
eon 8 boyhood was spent in Wiscomein and 
lilinois, where the family removed in 18438 
After atudying iaw he opened an Office in 
Shawneetown, 1ll., with his brother. Eben 
‘who was subsequently a member of Con. 
gress. Bath engaged in politics burt the 
surroundings were uncongenial and in 1857 
they removed to Peoria. in 188) Robert 
was a Democratic candidate for Congress, 
but was defeated, In 1862 he became Colonel] 
of the Eleventh Illinois Cavalry. and a 
as) and a haif later united with the Re- 

ublican party. In 1866 he was appointed 
Attorney-General for Llinols. At the Na- 
tional Republican convention of 1876 he pro- 
posed the name of James G. Blaine for the 
presidential nomination in a speech that 
attracted much attention. From that time 
his services as a campaign orator have 
been in demand throughout the country. 
In 1877 he refused the post of Minister to 
Germany. He has taken part in numerous 
noted iawauiis in all parts of the coun- 
try and was counsel! for the so-called Star 
Route conspirators whose trial ended in 
acquittal in 1883. He is well known by his 
books, pamphiets and speeches directed 
against Christian religion.

Wires Cut in Chicot County and State 
Authorities Believe a Race War 
Has Begun.

PINE BLUFF, Ark.. July 21.—Authorities 
here fear that the threatened race war in 
Chicot County has taken a serious turn. It 
was discovered this morning in attempting 
to communicate with the Sheriff that the 
telegraph wires had been cut during the 
night. 

The information at hand indicates that 
the negroes of Lake Village, Chicot County, 
have arisen in an armed force against the 
white people of that vicinity. The negroes 
of that portion of Arkansas are largely in 
the major:ty and great trouble is antici- 
pated.

Car Barn in Cleveland Is Par- 
tially Wrecked. 


TROOPS WILL BE CALLED FOR. 


NIGHT RIOT DAMAGE SHOWS ON 
EVERY STREET. 


Few Indications of Difficulty in the 
Operation of Cars in Brooklyn 
and in New York Proper 
Are Apparent. 


CLEVELAND, 0O., July 21.—A dynamite 
bomb was thrown upon the roof of the Big 
Consolidated Street Railway Company's 
barn at Lakeview this morning. A jagged 
hole two feet square was torn in the roof. 
A Wade Park avenue car was wrecked. 

The explosion was heard for blocks and 
hundreds of people were attracted to the 
scene. No one was injured. The identity 
of the perpetrators of the outrage is not 
known. 

Many of the windows in the big barn were 
shattered. Two men were seen about 
the building a short time before acting in 
a suspicious manner. In the excitement at- 
tendant upon. the explosion, they were, 
however, successful in getting away. 

It was not until late this morning that 
the immense amount of minor damage done 
by mobs under the cover of night was 
clearly known at police headquarters. 
Hardly a street traversed by the Big Con- 
sOlidated lines escaped. 

Last night and early this morning lawless 
crowds were actively destroying trolicy 
wires and feed wires, and placing all kinds 
of obstructions on the tracks. 

Police Director Barrett stated this fore- 
noon that troops would doubtless be called 
out soon to suppress mob violence. 

“The action of the mobs Thursday have 
dissipated what doubt there remained as to 
the advisability of calling out the miiitia,”’ 
said the directcr. 

“Such a condition of affairs as prevailed 
throughout the city last night can no longer 
be tolerated.”’ 


FEW PROOFS OF A STRIKE. 


Nearly the Usual Number of Cars in 
Operation in Brooklyn. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—There were scarce- 
ly any indications of a street railway strike 
in Manhattan Borough this morning. Cars 
on all lines affected ran apparently on 
schedule ‘time. 

In Brooklyn about 90 per cent of the regu- 
lar number of cars were in operation, but 
carrying only about one-half the usual 
number of passetigers. 

An exception is the Hicks street line, 
which has not been operated since Sunday. 


A few policemen are seen accompanying the 
cars. 

Many persons still refuse to patronize the 
surface lines on @ccount of possible delays. 
The-L”’ reads are getting this patronage. 

As an evidence of a lack of interest in. the 
strike on the part of the ‘‘'L”’ employes, it 
may be said that. their headquarters li 
Myrtle avenue, wiich had been open night 
and day after the trouble began, have been 
closed and the ttstal crowd has dispersed. 

The threatened strike of 600 employes on 
the Queen’s County roads which was to 
have taken place this morning, did not go 
into effect. The staterent made yesterday 
by President Rossiter of the Rapid Transit 
system, that no strikers would be taken 
back, after last night, seems to have had 
the effect of causing a stampede, for it is 
stated that more than 200 motormen and 
conductors applied for their old positions 
yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting of the motormen and con- 
ductors of the Néw York & Queens County 
Railroad was held after midnight. It was 
announced after the meeting adjourned that 
it had been decided to present a list of 
grievances, similar to those presented by 
the employes of the Brooklyn 
sit Co., to the general superintendent, Jacob 
R. Beeten. 

If he should decide not to make the con- 
cessions the men ask for, they will, it was 
decided, tie up the entire system.

SHIP LADEN WITH TREASURE. 


Silver and Gold From South and Cen- 
tral America. 

SAN FRANCISOO, July 21.—The Pacific 
Mail Co.’s steamer Colon, just arrived from 
Panama and way ports, brought the largest 
consignment of treasure that has come 
from Central America in some time.

Unexpected Eruption of a 
Crater on Mauna Loa. 


CITY OF HILO IN DANGER. 


TCURISTS IN THE VOLCANO 
HOUSE THROWN FROM BEDS. 


Earthquake, an Explosion, Then 
Fountains of Molten Lava Thrown 
High in the Air From 
Mokuweoweo. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

HILO, Hawaii, July 8, via San Francisco, 
July 20.—For the first time in fifteen years 
the volcano Mokuweoweo is in, eruption. 
There are three craters on this land—one 
cn Mauna Kea, another on Kilauea and 
the third on Mauna Loa. It is the latter 
that has startled the inhabitants by its 
sudden coming to life. Everybody, scien- 
tists included, believed this crater had be- 
come extinct. Moss and tree ferns lined its 
sides; the lava covering the mouth had 
in turn been covered with a soll that fur- 
nished life for vegetation. It was pointed 
out to tourists as one of the wonders cf 
the past—ard now it is belching forth fire, 
red lava and stones, causing the ignorant 
natives to seek counsel of their kahunas— 
the priests of the goddess Pelg—aad tne 
tourists to wonder if the prophesied end 
of this island—destruction by fir¢-—was not 
about to be fulfilled. 

Hawaii is 200 miles from Oahu, the island 
on which Honolulu is lecated, Hiio is a 
town of 3000 inhabitants en the southeast 
coast and is 20 miles from the capital. 
Inter-island steamers ply between Honolulu 
and Hilo and tovrists from the United 
States and other countries come to this 
town on the smaller boats from the capital, 
for none of the Pacific liners stop here, 

The Volcano Hotse, celebrated all over 
the world, is 3) miles from Hilo and iocated 
on Mount Kilauea. Near the Volcano House 
is the famous crater Halamaumau, its pit 
filled with lava a qvarter of a mile in diam- 
eter, akways boiling and seething and at 
night forming one of the grandest spec- 
tacles known to man. It is this sight that 
has attracted visitors to this wonderful is- 
land. Occasionally the crater on Mauna 
Kea furnished additional interest by a spilut- 
tering outbreak—but Mokuweoweo, on Mau- 
na Lwa! No one ever paid attention to it, 
save to roam over the cavern, pick lichens 
from the dead lava and listen to stories 
told by old natives of the time when it was 
even grander than Halamaumau. This cra- 
ter is about W miles from the Volcano 
House, to the rorth, and is at an elevation 
of 10,000 feet above sea level. Yet it is 
not at the top of Mauna Loan for thai 
mountain is 14,000 feet high. 

The eruption cf Mokuweoweo came with- 
out warning. At 3 o’clock on the morning 
of July 4 there was a siight earthquake 
shock, followed by an explosion that shook 
the walls of the Volcano House and as 
some tourists declared threw them from 
their beds. All the inmates came rushing 
cut on the broad verandas and strained 
their eyes in the direction of Halamaumau, 
believing. this crater to be in violent erup- 
tion. But the home of Pele was unusually 
quiet; over the burning lava there hung 
a rea glow, a sight always witnessed at 
night. Then some one cried out, calling all 
to the rear of the hotel, where a spectacle 
unequaled for sublimity met their gaze. 

On the side of Mauna Loa, 4000 feet below 
the snow-capped peak, which was shown in 
all its scintillating brillancy by the strong 
light, two fountains of lava were playing 
into air to the height of many hundreti 
feet-—the color old gold, turring into red 
at the top, where the lava spread out like 
a flower. Then, making their way down the 
mountain side, could be seen rivers of mol- 
ten metal, that in the distance resembled 
fiery snakes wriggling over the uneven sur- 
face. 

The sight was awe-inspiring and. held 
those who witnessed: it spell-bound,. Then 
somebody remarked that Nature on this, 
the first Fourth of July for Hawaii as a 
territory of the Union, was celebrating In- 
dependence Day.

Final Review of the Carter 
Case Being Made. 


INVOLVED. 


MANY INTERESTS 


FULL EXPOSURE MAY HURT MEN 
OF PROMINENCE. 


Conspirators of the Disgraced Captain 
Are Compelled to Aid in Efforts 
to Secure Mitigation of His 
Punishment.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Griggs is engaged with several assist- 
ants at Northfield, Conn., in making what 
is expected to be a final review of the 
case of Capt. Oberlin M. Carter, Corps of 
Engineers, United States Army. This case 
has become one of the scandals of the Mc- 
Kinley edministration. 

It has probably more ramifications than 
any other criminal prosecution brought by 
the Government in ‘the last half a century. 
It involves people of as high official posi- 


tion as did the celebrated whisky ring of 
Grant’s administration, when ‘‘Col.’’ John 
A. Joyce was made the scapegoat and was 
afterwards pardoned from the penitentiary 
by President Grant.

R. F. Westcott, the millionaire express- 
man of New York City. 

John F. Gaynor, former treasurer of the 
New York State Democratic Committee. 

B. D. Greene, a wealthy contractor of 
New York. 

It is moreover positively asserted at the

DOWE INVESTIGATING TRUSTS. 


Attorney-General of New York Com- 
pels the Association to Collect 
the Evidence, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., July 21.—President Dowe 
of the National League of Commercial 
Travelers is making preparations to insti- 
tute proceedings under the laws of New 
York against the several trusts which are 


carrying on operations within its territorial 
limits. The names of the particular trusts 
against which he will proceed he is not 
ready to announce. 

Hie was in this city yesterday and held a 
long conference with Attorney-General 
John 8S. Davies and Judge J. Newton Fiero, 
who represented the State in the unsuccess- 
ful action brought to dissolve the coal trust 
and who is now engaged in framing for the 
State Tax Commission a line of policy to 
be followed in enforcing the provisions of 
the franchise tax act. 

The object of the conference was to con- 
sider the steps necessary to be taken prior 
to the institution of the desired legal pro- 
ceedings. The Attorney-General] told Mr. 
Dowe that it would be necessary to first 
collect sufficient evidence to give the State 
a standing in court before anything couid 
be done. 

It was practically agreed that when Mr. 
Dowe has all the evidence collected it shall 
be submitted to the Attorney-General and 
Judge Fiero and that it shall be decided 
by conference to be held against what trust 
the first proceedings will be taken.

ASKS USE. OF GOLD 


TREASURER ROBERTS WOULD 
PREFER IT TO NOTES. 


STOCK IS ON THE INCREASE. 


After Pointing Out Figures He De- 
clares That the Country Is to Be 
Put on Permanent Gold Basis. 


OCEAN CITY, Md., July 21.—Speaking be- 
fore the Maryland Bankers’ Association to- 


day Ellis H. Roberts, Treasurer of the Uni- 
ted States said: 

‘Since July 1, 1898, the gold in circulation 
has grown by $62,100,579, and the net amount 
in the treasury then $189,444,714 has become 
about $246,000,000—the highest figures on our 
annals. Such an increase in the yellow 
metal available for currency, with the de- 
mand for additional circulation, gives vital 
form to the question, why not add to the 
use of gold coin? Under existing laws the 
volume of United States notes is definitely 
restricted while silver certificates cannot 
exceed the standard silver dollars in the 
treasury, for the treasury notes run beyond 
the bullion held against them. The nationa] 
banks while adding to their circulation $13,- 
451,994 from July 1, 1898, to June 1899 are now 
quite steadily drawing in their notes, with- 
out new legislation the only way to increase 
the currency is ‘by the use of gold coin. Gold 
last year went into our circulation at the 
rate of more than $5,000,000 a month and 
during June last the growth was $14,063,821. 

Obviously the question for bankers about 
gold coin is not—can you get it—but will 
you get it? The figures show that an af- 
firmative answer has been rendered in con- 
siderable degree, with some protest, doubt- 
less more or less under the stress of ne- 
cesity. The concession is to be made that 
in this part of the country prejudice exists 
against the actual handling of gold coin be- 
cause of its abrasion, because of the danger 
of mistaking it for silver of like size and, 
in large sums, because of its weight. But

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 21.—Clyde Mat- 
tox, famous as an Oklahoma outlaw, is un- 
der arrest here. He is wanted at Newkirk, 
O. T., for the killing of Lincoln Swinney, 
a ranchman, in a barroom fight at Ponca 
City on the night of April 3 last. 

Pre-natal influence made Clyde Mattox a 
murderer and an outlaw. The assertion that 
‘‘man is born a criminal” is one freqpently 
heard, but the phrase is seldom trpe. In 
Ciyde Mattox’s case it was literally @ fact. 
That he was a murderer was no fa 
his. It was his fate, and he ‘could n 
cape it. ‘The desire to kill, and ev 
method in which he should shed the 
of his fellow-men, had been determin 
Clyde Mattox before his eyes had q 
to the light of this world.

Mattox killed the town marshal of South 
Oklahoma City, when he was 19 years old, 
ten years ago. ‘He escaped punishment on 
the plea of self defense. 

On Dec. 12, the same year, Mattox mur- 
dered a colored man. Mattox was _ found 
guilty and sntenced to be hanged, but, 
in the meantime, was released on bail. 
Mattox returned to Oklahoma City and 
shot another negro, who had been an eye- 
witness to the second murder. He then 
went on a hunting expedition into the Sem~ 
inole country with a white man, who also 
saw the second killing, and the companion 
disappeared. Mattox murdered him to keep 
him from testifying against him. 

When Clyde was tried a second time for 
the slaying of the first negro, he was again 
found guilty and sentenced to be hanged. 
He escaped from jail at Wichita in 1893, 
but was recaptured and taken 'to the peni- 
tentiary. ; 

Mrs. Hatch, the condemned man’s motner, 
then started out to secure her son’s pardon. 
She issued an appeal to the mothers of 
America. It was a wonderful document. 
She enlisted the sympathy of Joseph Jef- 
ferson, the actor, and he secured her an in- 
terview with President Cleveland, but the 
President refused to grant a “somes When 
Cleveland was inaugurated the second time 
Mrs. Hatch appealed to every Democrat of 
prominence for aid. 

Mrs. Hatch went to see President Cleve- 
land. She made such an impression on 
the President by her earnestness that af- 
ter their first interview he sent her a note 
saying: 

“T have not fully reviewed the case, but 
sufficiently tO assure a loving mother that 
her son will not be executed Oct. 11.’’ 

This letter was followed a few days later 
by the announcement of the commutation 
of the sentence to imprisonment for life.. 
The President said the convict was_ enti- 
tled to no Sympathy from the record, but 
that certain testimony excluded from the 
trial might have averted the death sen- 
tence. He added that while commuting 
the sentence he dntended ‘“‘to effectually pro- 
tect society against his vicious propens!i- 
ties’’ by ordering imprisonment for life. 

The mother finally secured Clyde’s pardon 
from President McKinley. 

After his pardon Mattox went to farming 
with his mother near Ponca City, and was 
doing well. He was sober, peaceable and 
industrious. He gave every evidence of hav- 
ing reformed. On the night of April3, how- 
ever, he became involved in a quarrel with 
Lincoln Swinney, a cattle man, in a Ponca 
City saloon, and ended it by stabbing Swin- 
ney to the heart with a pocketknife.

THE BROOKLYN DIRECTORS. 


They Are Very Angry at and May Sus- 
pend Jennings. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—It is possible that 
Hugh Jennings, the Brooklyn shortstop, 
may be suspended without pay for the bal- 
ance of the season, providing the directors 
of the club can persuade (Manager Hanlon 
to inflict such a penalty. The cause of the 
breach between the player and the club of- 
ficilals was made known yesterday when 
Jennings had a rather stormy interview 
with beth Director F. A. Abell and Man- 


ager Hanlon. The Brooklyn Club has been 
trying for several weeks to trade Jennings 
to Louisville for its third baseman, Wagner. 
It appears that the officials of the Louis- 
ville Club were rather anxious to know 
just how Jennings ceuld play before con- 
sidering the deal, and therefore sent him 
a telegram asking him whether his arm 


was in good trim. Jennings, it seems, 
answered the dispatch with this state- 
ment: 


“Do not make the deal; arm is lame; 
am sick and will not play again this sea- 
son.”’ 

President Pulliam of the Louisville Club 
gave this dispatch to the newspapers with 
the statement that Hanlon could not fool 
the Louisville Club with any such proposi- 
tion. The facts were conveyed to Hanlon 
yesterday, and he was by no means pleased 
with them. Jennings was dressed down by 
the Brooklyn officials, some of whom ad- 
vised Hanlon to suspend him indefinitely, 
but the manager does not believe in making 
hasty moves, and deferred action until to- 
day. Meanwhile Jennings says he has 4 
grievance against the Brooklyn Club, and 
for that reason he probably sent the above 
telegram to the Louisville Club in order to 
block a deal that would be of immense ad- 
vantage to the Superbas. He declares that 
from ‘the time that he discovered that his 
arm was lame, in the latter part of April, 
up to last Decoration Day, he did not re- 
ceive a penny in salary and had to pay his 
own doctor bills. Hanlon declares that it 
was at Jennings’ own suggestion that he 
was laid off, and that since going on the 
payroll again the player has received his 
salary, although he has been of no service 
to the Brooklyn Club. The upshot of the 
matter is that Jennings’ release will prob- 
ably be sold to the highest bidder unless he 
is. suspended.

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A MISSOURI SOLDIER’S OPINION. 


E. ©. Elwood, a soldier of Audrian County, Mo., writes 
from the Philippine Island of Luzon: 

The natives here, especially the tribe we are fighting, the 
Tagals, are a fine looking people.

St. Louis has nothing to gain, but a great deal to lose by 
the opening of the new canal as a sewer. The water proposed 
to be turned in to dilute the sewage will not help shipping in 
the Mississippi to an appreciable degree. But the enormous 
and constantly growing volume of sewage from Chicago that 
does not reach the Mississippi now will be a serious menace 
and may cause St. Louis to abandon her present source of 
water supply and go elsewhere for pure water, at far greater 
cost than that of contesting Chicago’s right to commit this 
nuisance. 

We cannot afford to let Chicago go through with this 
project. The possible results are too revolting and dangerous, 
Contract Versus Municipal Arc Lights.—The League of 
American Municipalities has gathered statistics showing that 
the average contract price for 1200-candle power are lamps, in 
29 cities, is 2.73 cents per lamp per hour, while the average 
cost per 2000-candle power lamp per hour in 2 municipally 
owned plants is 2.17 cents. With 3000 lamps, this would make 
a difference to the St. Louis taxpayers of $16.80 per hour for 
every hour in the year while the lamps were burning. Figures 
such as these should make taxpayers think. 
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ALGER AND THE PRESIDENT. 


The Washington correspondent of the local administration 
organ reports that the President desired Secretary Alger’s 
resignation because of his alliance with Gov. Pingree. 

This is a remarkable confession. The President overlooked 
the maladministration of the War Department, the embalmed 
beef contracts, the pestilence haunted camps in which hun- 
dreds of brave men died a pitiful death, the confusion of the 
Spanish war and the gross incompetency exhibited by depart- 
ment officials. All these go for nothing, and had there been 
no other ground of complaint Alger might have served out his 
term. 

But he formed an alliance with Gov. Pingree, with a seat in 
the United States Senate in view. * Pingree is not a friend of 
the administration, and when Alger made a deal with him it 
“embarrassed” the President. It interefered with the second- 
term boom. Hence the Secretary must go. 

This. then, is the President’s view of public duty. He tol- 
erated embalmed beef and pestilence, but bristled up when 
his second-term boom was threatened. 

The affair reflects more discredit upon the President than 
upon the Secretary. There seems to be more “‘politics’” than 
patriotism in the White House. 


Cities with a large police force are not exempt from bur- 
glary and hignway robbery. Certainly a great city with so 
small a force as that of St. Louis must suffer. Perhaps no 
city gets what it pays for in its police department, but no 
city can expect much from a police force so limited as our own. 
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“The outrageous raid upon the city in the recent session of 
the Missouri Legislature’ was especially outrageous in the 
matter of street railway consolidation; but the right kind of 
a Governor would easily have prevented it.

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Useful Recipes 


MENDING AIMBDPR.—If your amber pipe 
stem is broken, smear broken ends with 
linseed oi and warm over small gas flame 
till oiled parts feel sticky. Press ends to- 
gether and hold till nearly cold. Then lay 
away till hard and repolish with chamois 


cloth. 


A CHEAP FILTHR.—Get one of the larg- 
est flower pots and a strong cracker box. 
Cut round hole in bottom of box large 
enough to let pot through all but the rim. 
Mount the box’ on four strips of wood as 
legs, high enough to set bucket under to 
catch drops. Stuff small, clean sponge in 
flower pot hole and spread thick layer of 
charcoal in bottom of pot. To keep this 
down cover with clean broken crocks. The 
filter is now ready and will purify enough 
water for family every 24 hours, 


VARNISH FOR GAS BALLOONS.—Take 
india rubber and dissolve it in five times its 
weight of spirits of turpentine, keeping 
them some t.me together; then boil gently 
one part of this solution with eight parts 
of boiled linseed oil for a few minutes, 
strain and set aside to cool, It must be ap- 
plied warm. 


SILVERING MIRRORS.—Clean the glass 
thoroughly. Then, on a perfectly smooth 
and level board, such as a large drawing 
board, spread a sheet of tinfoil a little 
larger than the glass to be silvered. Pour 
carefully over every part of the foil. Lay

Then place as 
heavy weights on top as the glass will 
bear, to force out as much mercury as pos- 
sible. In 24 hours the mirror will be ready 
for a coat of varnish, which is laid over 
the silvered surface to aid in preserving it. 


A CHEAP INVISIBLE INK.—Dissolve 
one fluid ounce of common oil of vitriol 
(sulphuric acid), in a pint of soft water. 
Stir well and allow to cool. Write with a 
clean pen. When dry it will be invisible; 
held to the fire it turns an indelfble black. 


TO PREVENT RUSTING.—Iron and 
steel goods can be kept from rusting by 
the following: Dissolve % ounce camphor in 
1 pound lard, take off the scum and mix in 
as much black lead as will give it an iron 
color. ‘Rub surface of tools or other iron 
with this mixture, leave on for 24 hours and 
then rub with a linen cloth. This will keep 
away all rust for months.

So the Butcher Filed Com- 
plaint With the Church. 


CENTENARY WAS DISTURBED. 


ELECTRICAL OONTRACTOR’S UN- 
PAID ACCOUNT. 


Butcher Metzler Withdrew From the 
Congregation Because the Con- 
tractor Neglected to Settle 
After Repeated Requests. 


The church as a collection agency for the 
settlement of bad debts is rot a success. 
At least, W. A. Metzler has not found it so, 
despite his efforts so to use it. He tried to 
collect a meat bill of $97 by means of Chris- 
tianity, and he is ready not only to assert 
that the attempt was a dismal failure, but 
to quit the church as well. 

Metzler is a butcher in a small way, with 
a shop at 3200 Olive street, where he sup- 


pPlements his sales of chucks and roasts 
with dealings in berries and fresh ‘‘garden 
sass.”"’ He is also an attendant of great reg- 
Ularity at the Centenary M. E. Church, 
South, Sixteenth and Pine, where the Rev. 
Dr. J. H. Young is pastor. Every Sunday 
he goes and sits in a back pew, humbly, 

ut ardently, enthusiastic in his worship. 

uring the week he attends his little shop 
and thereby feeds the hungry mouths of 
his four children. 

Near Metzler’s shop—within a few blocks, 
that is—resides a well-known electrical con- 
tractor, who also attends the Centenary 
Church. He does not go so often as does 
Metzler, but many more folks know of his 
presence than do of the humble butcher’s— 
for he is a pillar in this bouse of God. 

To Metzler’s shop, in times past, went 
this high churchman, and sundry purchases 
of meats did he make. Metzler was glad to 
serve him, and only the choicest was to be 
seen on the electrician’s table. On (Metzler’s 
books went a new account, that grew and 
flourished like the vine that sheltered Jo- 
nah. In fact, it was a Jonah, for though it 
grew it cast no grateful shade on the Metz- 
ler expenses—it simply added to them. For 
Metzler pays cash for his meats, and to re- 
ceive only promises for goods that cost coin 
is a losing business. 

The electrician’s bill reached almost the 
century mark, and Metzler thought §97 
worth of cred:t too much, even for a good 
Christian. He sought out his customer and 
received—fine promises. Again, he did a 
pleading act, and, with more promises, his 
good customer put him off—and ceased to 
buy from him. 

Last Wednesday Metzler became desper- 
ate. He went to the electrician and de- 
manded his money. 

‘T can’t pay you,” he was told. 

“When can you?” # 

“In a few days, perhaps. 

This angered the butcher. 

‘You have said that often, and I get no 
money. You must pay me some on that ac- 
count or I'll report you to the church. A 
fine Christian you are!’ 

The man refused. 

Metzler went to prayer meeting Wednes- 
day night, determined to expose the recre- 
ant debtor. He thought the man would not 
relish a “roast’’ of another sort. He arose 
in meeting and said: 

“I want my church letter. There are too 
many hypocrites here. I cannot stay where 
a0 many ate who profs to be Christians 
and are not.”’ ss 

Dr. Young “put his hand on him,” as he 
expresses it, afid said: 

“There, that will do. We do not care to

“I thought he was one of those fellows 
who think nobody has any religion but 
themselves—one of those missionary cranks 
that every large city has, that says: ‘You 
haven't any religion; come around to my 
mission and be saved!’ When he told us 
who he was, I went around to see him the 
next day.”’ 

“Are you helping him to coliect his bill?’’ 

“Certainly not. The church doesn't do 
that and I’m not a bill collector.”

PROPERTY OWNERS PROTESTED 


And the Board of Public Improve- 
ments Said the City Had No Money 
Wherewith to Pay Damages. 


Twelfth street will not be widened from 
Washington avenue to Franklin avenue for 
a long time to come. Ever since Aug. 5, 
1892, the question has been pending in the 
Board of Public Improvements. It was 
disposed of adversely Friday. 

In 1892 a petition was presented to the 
Board praying that the street be widened. 
As soon as this became known, a remon- 
Strance was circulated by those who were 


opposed to the widening: After many sig- 
natures had been obtained it was presented 
to the Board. 

During these seven yeare the project has 
been up at intervals before the board, but 
mainly on account of the strong opposition 
no final action was ever taken. There 
was such a vigorous general demand for 
the widening that the board never saw the 
way c.ear to yield entirely to the ob- 
jections of the affected property-owners. 

Of late a property-owner, named Christ- 
man, who wants the street widened, has 
been calling on Street Commissioner Var- 
relmann repeatedly, urging him to take 
steps in the matter. Thursday Mr. Varrel- 
mann called the Committee on Street De- 
partment together and the widening propo- 
sition was considered. It was agreed to 
report to the board recommending that fu- 
ture consideration be refuse. 

This was done at Friday’s meeting and 
the. recommendation was adopted. 

Street Commissioner Varrelmann said the 
committee was influenced somewhat by the 
strength of the opposition, but more be- 
cause the city has no money to pay dam- 
ages to property for the opening.”’’ The

Washington avenue,” he said. ‘The: 
approved the work of the commission and 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. finally agreed 
to conform to the widened street, but the

“It is simply out of the question for the 
city to widen streets while it is so financial- 
ly embarrassed.
